DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 10-13, 15, 19 and 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose the combination of limitations as disclosed in claim 20: a film scanner 
comprising: a first scanning device having a first light source for scanning frames of a 
cinematographic film by means of photoelectric transducers in a visible spectral range, 
and a second scanning device having a second light source for scanning sprocket holes 
and areas around sprocket holes in the infrared spectral range, where the spectral 
sensitivities of the first and second scanning devices lie in non-overlapping spectral 
ranges, and wherein the second scanning device is configured to detect a change in 
density of edge regions of the cinematographic film surrounding the sprocket holes, said 
edge regions exhibiting an increase in optical attenuation in the infrared spectral range 
that is different from the optical attenuation of both the film and the sprocket holes. 
Independent claims 1,10 and 1 9 are patentable for at least similar reasons as claim 20, 
and for reasons as stated on pages 8-12 of Applicant's remarks filed 9/30/10.
